2. The application has been amended as follows: Abstract of The Disclosure 
amended as follows: 

Abstract of The Disclosure on page 38 of the specification is deleted. Newly 
added Abstract of The Disclosure as follows: 

A communication system capable of avoiding congestion in transmission of 
moving image data, includes converting moving image data to be delivered to at least 
one receiving terminal, in accordance with conversion parameters; preliminarily storing 
the converted moving image data to be sent to at least one receiving terminal; 
monitoring an amount of the stored moving image data to judge that the monitored data 
amount reaches a first threshold; sending a congestion preview information when it is 
judge that the monitored data amount reaches the first threshold; receiving the sent 
congestion preview information; and determining the conversion parameters so that the 
converting step converts the moving image data into a moving image data with a 
smaller coding bit rate. 
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REASONS FOR ALLOWCE 

3. Claims 1-20 allowed over prior art. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
made of record fails to teach or fairly suggests in combination the step of receiving the 
sent congestion preview infomnation; and detemnining the conversion parameters so 
that said converting step converts the moving image data into a moving image data with 
a smaller coding bit rate. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Honda (US 6,369,852) discloses an analytical system for moving picture 
regeneration. Honda suggests a method of securing sufficient leads time to enable 
retransmission by, for example, lowering a coding rate when the transmission errors 
occur. 

Rosenberg (US 6,304,567 B1) discloses a methods and apparatus for providing 
voice communication through a packet network. Rosenberg suggests changes of 
coding type due to varying congestion levels in the network. 

Murgia et al (US 6,606,600 B1) teaches the majority of coders have been 
developed for broadcasting or communications applications in circuit mode, leading to 
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fixed rate coders or coders with the rate selected form several possible values when the 
connection is set up. In the packet mode context, it is better that the rate should vary 
more dynamically, so that the data stream can be matched to the congestion 
encountered when the packets are conveyed while ensuring that the communication is 
maintained.
